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After a review of the material and information 
available at the Dalles television and radio news 
stations, and the record! of the KBC, ABC and CBS net- 
work* in Hew York City, no video tape or transcript 
could be found of a television interview with Doctor 
Malcolm Percy. CBS located in lti Hew York office a 
televlilon new* clip on video tap* of a broadcast by 
waiter Cronklte on November 22, 1963, in which he 
ctventi upon an interview with Doctor Parry by news- 
nen la Dallat. This, however , waa not a television 
interview of the doctor. They also located a news 
clip covering an Interview with Doctor Shaw at Parkland 
Hospital, in wblch Doctor Shaw coaunta upon the wounds 
received by Governor Connelly, but In which no nentlon 
waa aade of the President's wounds. 

The available material waa transmitted by wire 
from CBS, Haw York to the Secret Service office In 
Dallas on Kerch 25. The material was furnished to
